CLEATS OFF TRACTION ENGINES 


Notices have lieen (Histed in many of 
the counties of Maryland by the stale 
roads commission warning the ownei 
of traction engines that they must 
operate their machine* over the new 
state highways that no damage will 
result to the surface. 
^W ith the opening of 
the wheat 
harvesting season the traction engine 
which is used to haul nndjoperute thresh 
ing machines makes much use of the 
public roads in goiug from farm to 
farm to thresh out toe grain 
These 
machines are not only heavy but their 
wheels have on the outer surface large 
Biron projections thai 
serve as teeth 
to give them athold on the surface of 
the road in climbing hills 
On the old stone pikes they can do 
little damage but on the macadamized 
surface of the new- state roads they are 
very destructive. 
An order of the 
state roads commission directs that 
they shall Im operated with a smooth 
tire und this is considered practicable 
in that there are no heavy grades on the 
new state roads. 
Thus 
far 
the 
commission 
has 
received no complaint that its order 
has lieen ignored by the owners 
of 
traction engines or other farm mach­ 
inery.

Over 1800 Clerks Are Busy Compiling 


Returns From the Seventy Thou­ 


sand Districts. 


W ashington, Aug. 8.— By the middle 
of October, but scarcely beiore. the 
people of the United States will know 
their own num ber, as revealed by the 
thirteenth census. 
The figures will not be given out 
until the count is entirely completed 
and 
minutely verified, and by that 
time every man who "keeps tab ” will 
know the total for himself, for the de­ 
tails for all 
such 
subdivisions as 
states, cities and counties will have 
become known previously through the 
census office announcem ents. 
Some 
think that Director Durand 
practically knows now the exact num ­ 
ber of the population, but ho declares 
•‘really and tru ly ” that he does not. 
If so disposed, he could ascertain ap­ 
proxim ately 
the 
num ber of people 
som ew hat in advance of his announce­ 
m ent to the public. 
This could be done by m eans of the 
prelim inary count of the 
schedules 
which is made necessary for the pay­ 
ment of the enum erators for their ser­ 
vices. The enum erating districts for 
each supervisor's area are numbered, 
and it is intended that each of them 
should contain IOO nam es As soon as 
these are received they are turned 
over to counters and a virtually active 
statem ent is thus made poa.-ible. Up 
to date the nam es in more than 38.000 
of 
the 70.000 
district* have been 
counted. 


Ninety Million la Guess. 
The process is moving forward ra ­ 
pidly. and when it is completed the 
population of the United States could 
he easily determ ined by footing up 
tbe totals arrived at. Mr. Durand is 
not having the figures totaled, and be 
says that it is his purpose not to do 
so. He is not carious as to the out­ 
come of his work. Nor will he make a 
prediction as to what the result should 
be. It is known that the census offi­ 
cials generally fall in with tbe idea 
that there are about 10,000.000 people 
in the United States. 
Between the census of 1800 and that 
of 1900 there 
was an 
increase of 
about 13.000.000, and only a slightly 
larger increase would now be neces­ 
sary to bring the figure up to the 90,- 
000.000 mark. This result is arrived at 
by a purely arithm etical calculation, 
and not by any compilation of the A t­ 
tires recently taken. 
About JOO nimble fingered young 
meo and women are engaged night 
and day in determ ining the figures 
which, when the final com putation is 
made, will show the total population. 
All told, there are some 1800 clerks 
employed In the census office in the 
(om pilation of all the facts gathered 
by the recent census; hut. while the 
greatest activity is directed toward 
the ascertainm ent of the population, 
there is still much doing in other di­ 
rections. indeed, a large num ber of 
those at work in the population divi­ 
sion are engaged in classifying the 
tacts relative to tbe sex, age, race and 
other conditions in connection with 
th e people numbered. Also, there are 
many employed in the m anufacturing, 
agricultural and m ining branches. 
The first announcem ents will cover 
only enum eration figures, and these 
will continue tor th e next two months 
and a hair. The sociological and indus­ 
trial figures will com e later and will 
he announced as a rule In special bul­ 
letins prepared by the bureau Itself. 
So tar about $6.000,000 have been 
expended upon it. and it la probable 
that tile total cost will be about $15. 
000,000. Of this sum $12,000,000 ha* 
been appropriated bv congress.

IS SURE OF NEXT CONGRESS 


New York Judge Declares Demand 
Per Downward Revision of the Tariff

New Haven. Conn., Aug. 8.—Judge 
Alton B. Parker, of New York, who 
was here with his family on an auto 
mobile trip, was interviewed on na­ 
tional politics and the effect of the in­ 
surgent movement on the Republican 
and Democratic parties.

“But really It seems to me as if the 
Democrats couldn’t help getting con­ 
trol of the next congress.

that la what the Democrats ai wavs say 
In August Anyway, that seems to me 
to be tbs Wend of sentiment.” 
’’To w hat reason do you attribute 
the change?” 
’’Largely to the question of the tar­ 
iff and the agitation regarding its re­ 
vision,” replied Judge Parker, 
”1 WM In W M binglon soon after the 
call for the extra session of congress 
by President Taft, when it was pur­ 
posed to ta k e up the revision of the 
tariff. A m em ber of the senate asked 
me what I really thought of the ques 
Hon of revision. Now . of course, it was 
the claim of the Republican party, af 
tar they had placed that plank in their 
national platform, which spoke of the 
revision of the tariff, that it didn t 
specify a downward revision This was 
the claim th at the senator made to me 
He wanted to know w hether his party 
would stand for a revision Now you 
must understand that the Republican* 
hoped to get a I per cent revision on 
the average. In answer to his ques­ 
tions, I told the senator that I thought 
that lf ooly our party bad to be dealt 
with the m atter might not cause any 
trouble, but that It would be the Ke- 
publicans th a t would have to be re­ 
garded primarily. Bo It happened. The 
agitation over the question of what

has been the cause for tne tight among

In 1870, haying been Just graduated 
from college, I went abroad to see 
something of the world before settling 
to my life work

The object of this article is not to 
supplant the laiidsca|>e gardener, for 
w’e ail owe too much to him to Inter­ 
fere iu any way w it Ii Ills calling.

In the making of his outlines the land­ 
scape gardener may wreck some of 
your own cherished plans.

have grown used to doing without 
them. 
They look forward to retiring 
and moving to town, where they can 
have all 
the 
modern 
convenience*. 
When they get there they will pay 
dearly for them iu the form of bouse 
reut. 
To have them in the country 
means a direct cash outlay, and too 
often th# farmer pined* that he eaunot 
afford it. 
A little figuring would con­ 
vince him that he need not do without 
a few of these conveniences that make 
life so much more pleasant for the 
whole family. 
The first consideration In most parts 
of rh* country is th* heating system. 
Farmers are getting out of th# habit 
of using stoves, as they are finding 
that the added convenience of a fur­ 
nace or hot water heater, together with 
the saving of coal or wood, will pay 
for th* Installation 
With a heating 
system of thie kind all the coal and 
duNt incident to building aud keeping 
up the fire are In the cellar. The w bol* 
bouse can be heated for about what 
It costa to heat two or three rooms 
with stove*. There is no need of crawl­ 
ing out of bed into s cold room in the 
morning. 
A pull on the chsin will 
open th# draft, and In half au hour 
or so the house is warm. 
The kitchen 
also can be heated from the cellar, and 
an oil stove can ti* used for cooking. 
An oil stove takes up less room, saves 
fuel and is much more comfortable to 
work over In the summer time 
A 
furnace has the advantage of 
cheapness.

an eight room house s furnace can be 
put in for about |150. 
A bot water

The next consideration Is the water 
system. 
A good water supply under 
pressure Is not ouly a convenience, bal 
also a form of tusuraucs, since each 
farm must furnish its own fire pro­ 
tection. 
Some 
farm 
buildings 
ar* 
built now of concrete sod hollow tile. 
but even then there is always sum* 
danger of fire. • An elevated tank la 
one of the best means of supplying 
pressure. 
Some of til* modern typ* » 
of silos are being built with a tank on 
top. 
A method that la as convenient, 
though a little more expensive, is a 
pneumatic tank in the cellar. 
Th# wa­ 
ter I* {lumped Into this and the air in­ 
side compressed 
The air pressure will 
lift th# water to all part* of the house. 
For power to pump the water a wind 
mill may lie used, or a hydraulic ram ll 
running water ta obtainable. Til# most 
reliable power Is a gasoline engine. 
Nearly every really up to date modern 
farm baa Its gasoline engine, which eau 
easily be made to combine pumping 
with IU other duties 
With a little 
added expenee th# water system can 
bo mad# double, so that both hard and 
soft water can he obtained 
For th# 
bathroom and the kitchen sink hot wa­ 
ter la needed alto. which can be pro 
Tided by a beater In the range or by a 
separate oil heater. 
With a good water system Installed 
tho work of the housewife I* reduced 


next. 
Nearly all the solid substance 
will be destroyed by bacteria, and the 
water that flows out at the lower end 
<’»u be disposed of through a tile drain. 
The entire coat of a water system such 
as the on# described, with the com­ 
pressed sir tauk, together with the 
sewage disposal plant, need not be 
much more than t250. 
The cheapest method of lighting the 
farmhouse is by acetylene gas. This 
gas is generated by a machine in the 
cellar aud can be pitied to til the 
rooms aud lo the baru. lf desired it 
can be used also for cooking. 
Th# 
average coat of Installing an acetylene 
plant Is nliout faun. 
This includes 
lights In the barn and In th* yard. It 
Costa little to run sn acetylene plant 
after It is once In. The average cost Is 
ubout a ceut for a sixteen candle pow­ 
er light for four hours. 
Acetylene Is 
the nearest tike daylight of any kind 
of artificial light aud is incomparably 
tietter than the old fashioned oil lamp. 
The uewer types of acetylene lamp ar* 
provided with a battery, to that they 
can be lighted by merely turning a 
button. 
By going to a little more expense 
electric light eau lie had on the farm. 
lf a gasoline engine Is already at hand 
the total cost of Installing an electric 
plant, with lights In house and barn, 
need not lie more tbau $375. 
A few electric fans will make the 
house comfortable in 
bot 
weather. 
One convenience of the city, ice, is etui 
lacking. The way the ice problem la 
most 
satisfactorily 
handled 
iu 
the 
country is for half a dozen neighbors 
to build a cooperative Icehouse. The 
men club together aud Mil it iii the 
winter, aud a plentiful supply of ice la 
at hand all through the summer. With 
a small additional expeus* a cold stor­ 
age room eau lie built iii connection 
with the Icehouse for keeping meat. 
{Hiultry, eggs aud fruit. In a number 
of 
coinmuuitie* 
eoofieratlve 
fresh 
meat societies are successfully 
run 
'i he members take turns killing a beef 
or a hog. and fresh meat Is supplied 
all through th* year at much less cost 
than it could be obtained In the city. 
'i he cost of a heating system, a wash 
room. a vacuum cleaner, a hot water 
attachment aud other devices of that 
sort is the sam# lu the country as in 
the city. 'Che cost of the water aud 
sewage system in the country is about 
$250. The cost of operating a wats*- 
system iu th* country is much less 
than the cost of city water. 
An electric lighting system for the 
farm will cost from $375 up 
The life 
of such a system eau be figured safely 
at twenty years. The storage batteries 
will not last so long, but the rest of 
the apparat as will lest longer. This 
would mean an aunual depreciation of 
$18.75. 
Interest at 8 per ceut would 
amouut to $22.50. The cost of operat­ 
ing the plant will depend, of course, 
ou the amount of electricity used. The 
cost for lighting the average farm 
house and barn for a year and furnish­ 
ing electricity for sundry other pur­ 
poses will uot average more than $10 
for gasoline. This makes th* total cost 
for electricity $41.25 a year. 
In th* 
city the average cost for electricity 
for au eight room house Is about $50 a 
year. 
The cost of so Icehouse and of pul­ 
ing up ice varies so turn h with condi­ 
tions that it is bard to give any geu 
era I figures. 
These can easily be ob 
tallied for any particular locality, bow-

The Intereet on $1,000 is $80 a 
year. 
Ten fier cent for depreciation 
and repairs Is $100 a year. The saving 
in coal will pay for the cost of run­ 
ning the light lug aud water systems 
For. $ldo a year the farm home can he 
provided with every modern conven­ 
ience that the city home possesses. 
By using a furnace aud an acetylene 
...stein the itnuual coat can lie lowered 
to about $85. The city man pays that 
extra $7 to $14 a mouth and more in 
Increased reut and (bink* uot bing of 
it. Tbe farmer Is beginning to realize 
that it I* poeaible for him to live bet­ 
ter. and be la rapidly taking advantage 
of the opportunity.
